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DUBLIN JURY SERVICE. 
— 
PERSONS ENTITLED 
EXEMPTION. 

Dr. Lorcan Sherlock, City Sub-Sheriff, at 
Green street Courthouse, Dublin, yesterday, 
referred to the fect that the revision of the 
jurors’ lists started on that day, and said 
that any persons desiring exemption. from 
jury service for the coming year should forth- 
with apply to the Revising Barrister, Sir 
George Fottrell. . 

Any person over 65 years was entitled to 
appear and have his name struck off the list. 
Persons incapacitated by serious physical dis- 
ability, or deaf or blind or incapable of at- 
tending the Revision Court, would, on proper 
testimony being given, be struck off. Bar- 
risters, solicitors and doctors were entitled 
to have their names struck off. 

It would be too late to claim exemption 
once the Revision Sessions were over. 

There was a clause in the bill at present 
before the Dail of very great importance to 
women jurors. This provides that any woman 
returned by the Rates Department as liable 
to serve is entitled to appear before Sir 
George Fottrell during the next three weeks 
and make a statement to him that’ she does 
not desire to be on the jury book as a juror. 
Under the new Act the name must be taken 
off the list. 

This clause provides also that if women 
do not avail of this privilege of appearing at 
the Sessions to have their names struck off 
the list, the names will appear on the jury 
book, and they will not be entitled to evade 
service during the following twelve months 
for any reason. 

Members of the Seanad and the Dail are 
entitled to have their names removed, and 
they should make application to the Revising 
Garrister to have their names struck off.

LIFE INSURANCE.

THE RISK CLAUSE IN 


NORTHERN IRELAND. 


It was recently brought to the notice of 
the Ulster Association that certain insurance 
companies transacting life insurance business 
in Northern Ireland were still inserting what 
is known as “the Irish risk clause, and 
thereby reflecting on the peaceful conditions 
— * throughout the six counties. The 
clause stipulated that life policies would not 
cover the death of the insured son if it 
arose directly or indirectly, accidentally or 
inténtionally, from war (civil or otherwise), 
military operations of any kind, invasion, 
rebellion, civil commotion, riot, tumult, shoot- 
ing or political disturbance in Ireland. It 
was further stipulated that in the event of 
death occurring from any of these causes the 
companies would only be liable to pay a sum 
equal to the premiums = in respect of the 
policy up to the date of death. 

The Ulster Association, through its Bel- 
fast and London offices, approached all the 
insurance companies doing business in 
Northern Ireland, and replies have been re- 
ceived which show that the majority of the 
companies have now discontinued the ase of 
the clause referted to, and that they sie 
doing business on the same lines as in Eng- 
land and Scotland.

GREAT SOUTHERN 
RAILWAY APPEAL. 


JUDGMENT RESERVED. 


In the Court of Appeal, London, yesterday, 
before Lords Justices Bankes, Warrington 
and Scrutton, the hearing was continued of 
the appeal by the Great Southern and Western 
Railway Company oí Ireland from a judgment 
of Mr, Justice Rowlatt, dismissing a petition 
of right presented by the company, making 
a claim against the British Government. 

The question was whether the burden of 
certain agreements made by the Board of 
Trade during the war had passed to the Irish 
Free State or still rested with the Govern- 
ment of Great Britain. 
agreements was that the Board of Trade 
undertook to bear the cost of sean Faoi 
tain rails and sleepers which were to be re- 
moved from a railway line belonging to the 
suppliants, in Southern Ireland, and which 
were used elsewhere in Southern Ireland to 
provide traffic acco tion required. under 
war-time conditions. When the removal was 
effected the Board of Trade allowed the sup- 
pliants the value of the material. Their pre- 
sent claim was for a declaration of their right 
to be paid by the British Government for the 
cost of relaying the lines. Mr. Justice Row. 
latt held that the liability in question had 
been transfer to the Irish Free State 
Government. The appellants’ case was that it 
stil! rested with the British Government. 

The Attorney-General, Sir Patrick Hastings, 
K. C., referred to various enactments in sup- 
port of his contention on behalf of the Crown, 
that there had been a transfer to the Irish 
Free State Government of all functions, so 
far as they were exercised in Southern Ire- 
land, of every British Government’ depart- 
ment, and that the liability under the agree- 
ments in question had also been transferred.

He montioned that 
two persons had died from diabetes in Bel- 
fast by reason of the fact that they could not 
get the necessary insulin. 

Mr. MeGuffin, in seconding the resolution, 
said that it was the supreme duty of a 
Government to look after the health of the 
people, and when they had a disease like 
cancer it was more than the supreme duty of 
the Government to do — in ther 
power to combat it. He sugg that their 
should be a Ministry of Health to look after 
these matters, and he was sure that the in- 
dustrial classes would be the last to object. 

NO CERTAIN CURE. 

Professor Johnstone said that be had been 
studying this treatment of cancer for the 
past five or six years, and had an opportunity 
of inspecting this treatment. He hoped that 
it was not going out from that House that 
this deep X-ray treatment was a certain cure 
for cancer, because that was certainly not the 
case. It would introduce a new principle 
into the administration of public health for 
any Government to provide treatment for 
any class of the community, unless 
at the same time it compelled all 
classes to take it, such as vaccination. 
An operation, if taken in the early stages 
of cancer, was undoubtedly the best cure for 
cancer that had yet been found. Until five 
years had ela it was impossible to say 
if cancer would recur after deep X-Ray treat- 
ment, and that treatment in Ireland had been 
in operation only about two years. Results 
could be obtained by radium comparable to 
the deep X-Ray treatment, which was a 
German invention. 

Undoubtedly the effect of cancer could be 
alleviated for several years, perhaps, by deap 
X-Ray treatment, but it was too early yet 
to say that a complete cure could be effected. 
The staff of the Royal Victoria Hospital, 
Belfast, on the advice of their radiological 
expert, considered that they could not recom- 
mend the Committee of Management to incur 
the expense of deep X-Ray treatment in view 
of the results so far obtained. A Belfast 
X-Ray expert was about to mtroduce 4 deep 
X-Ray plant, and he suggested that the 
Government, rather than go to the expense 
of another plant, should make arrangements 
for the treament of poor people, if suitable 
cases, at, say, cost price. If the Government 
had money ye it would be more useful 
to purchase ium, which could be utilised 
for cancer and many other conditions, aud 
place it under the control of some local ex- 
pert. With ard to insulin, he 2 
that the method adopted in Southern Ireland 
should be adopted, and the Local Govern- 
ment Board could it in large quanti- 
ties at @ cheaper rate, and distribute it to 
Boards of Guardians. A considerable amount 
of money could be saved in that way. 


MINISTER’S REPLY. 

The Minister of Finance said that in view 
of the large sums of money offered for cures 
of cancer it would appear that no positive 
cure had been found up to the present. The 
Government could not provide money for a 
treatment in regard to which medical men 
were divided. Dealing with insulin, he 
pointed out that the Belfast Board of Guar- 
dians and the Guardians at Larne and New- 
townards were now able to provide insulin 
at 1s. 3d. Mn dose, compared with a former

An Eviction Scandal. 


At the end of the ironic events of a 
Greek drama the chorus was wont to 
remark, in its sententious fashion, that 
the gods did queer things. Fortune has. 
done queer things in Ireland. during the 
last few years; arid, perhaps, the queerest 
of all has been her treatment of the Royal 
Dublin Society. We had many prophets of 
evil three years ago, but none of them 
dared to predict that this great body } 
would suffer harm at the hands of a 
native Government. The Roya] Dublin 
Society’s claims on the gratitude and good- 
will of Irishmen of all parties, creeds and 
classes are indefeasible. For nearly two 
hundred years it has been, in thought and 
deed, the most patriotic of all national 
institutions.. It has done, and has striven to 
do, the very things which our political 
leaders of six generations have put in the 
forefront of their econdmic programmes. 
Although most of its members had strong 
attachments to British rule, the Society 
gave loyal allegiance to the new. order. 
When the Free State “Government was 
homeléss, the Society put a part of its 
headquarters at the service of the National 
Parliament. That generous act was the 
beginning of the Society's doom; for it 
seems now that the young cuckoo will be 
content with nothing less than the whole 
nest, The Government, unable at present 
to afford the expense of re-claiming the 
Bank of Ireland, and unwilling to shilt 
itself to the Royal Hospital at Kilmain- 
ham, proposes to occupy the Society's 
entire premises at Leinster House for an 
indefinite period. This proposal, sup- 
ported by a joint Committee of the 
Oireachtas, will come before Parliament 
on Friday, and the Society’ regards it 
with consternation. Already the great 
work of two hundred years has been im- 
paired by the Government’s partial occu- 
pation of Leinster House. If the Society 
is expelled altogether, its unity will “be 
shattered, its prestige will be diminished 
and its members will be dissipated and 
lost. It will have been wounded sorely— 
perhaps, fatally—in the house of its 
friends. | 

The Society refuses to put its rights to 
the test of law, since any such procedure 
would be a departure from its proud tradi- 
tion of confidence in the Irish people. We 
hope earnestly that the action of the 
people's representatives will justify its. 
faith. It is important, of course, that 
the Oireachtas’ shall be housed properly 
and adequately; bub, even im 
scar herds is or dne

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prises would be a shocking injustice to it 
and a grave injury to the blic welfare. 
There can be only one possible justifica- 
tion of the Committee's proposal, Having 
proved that the seizure of Leinster House 
is inevitable, Ministers must be prepared 
to put the Society immediately in posses- 
sion: of other premises where, as a united 
body, it will have ample room and every 
convenience for the pursuit of its many- 
sided work, If the Government cannot 
provide such premises at once, the pro- 
posal to expel the Society from its lawful 
home ought not to be supported by a 
dozen votes in Dail Eireann.

ment can afford, under any pressure of 
circumstances, to ignore the simple de- 
mands of decency and gratitude.

The Cost of Order. 


Analysis of the Free State estimates for 
the coming year reveal some interesting 
facts, The total saving in com- 
parison with last year amounts to about 
£14,000,000, and one-half of this sum 
has been saved on the Army. By his 
reduction of the salaries of national 
teachers, and the “cut” of one shilling 
in old age pensions, Mr. Blythe has been 
able to make certain minor economies ; 
but, apart from the Army, ordinary 
'{ expenditure has remained virtually con- 
stant. The maintenance of order is the 
most expensive item in the Free State 
Budget, and the fact that it is becoming 
cheaper is an excellent sign of national 
progress. Last year the Army and police 


forces cast the country about £12,600,000 | . 


all told, or more than twenty-seven per 
cent. of the total national outlay. This 
year they will cost only about £6,000,000, 
or less than nineteen per cent. Thus, the 
Free State has started along the road 
towards normal conditions. In 1912-193, 
under British rule, Ireland was perfectly 
peaceful. That year is regarded through- 
out Europe as the last of the “normal” 
years of our times; and, reckoning the 
pound sterling in those days as being 
worth two pounds to-day, we find that 
the British Govertiment spent, roughly, 
£2,500,000 on the maintenance of order in 
th» twenty-six counties of Southern Ire- 
land. We assume, for the purpose of 
argument, that the expenses of the 
twenty-six. counties were three-quarters of 
the whole. On this basis, therefore, 
the difference between £6,000,000 and 
£2,500,000 represents, broadly, the 
measure of “abnormality under which 
the Free State is suffering to-day. The 
reduction of that measure ought to be the 
aim of every citizen inside and outside the 
Government. 

The Free State Army is far too expensive 
for its size. Oneof the minor disadvantages 
under which the Irish Government has 
been labouring is the fact that it has in- 
herited all its financial standards from 
the British administration of this country. 
If a man was earning, say, £500 a year 
in a post under the British Government 
in Ireland, he still expects to be paul 
£500 by the Free State. Now that we 
have got rid of the old fable that Britain 
was bleeding Ireland white and pocketing 
the proceeds, it is high time that we 
should. adopt new financial standards. 
Our finantes ought to be compared, not 
with those of a great country like 
Britain, but rather with those of 
countries like Denmark and Switzer- 
land. The cost of the military estab- 
lishments of these two countries is 
illuminating. The Free State Army has 
some 20,000 men and costs £4,000, 000. The 
Danish Army has a standing establishment 


| of 60,000 men and costs only £1,750,000, 


while the Swiss Army, with its 140,000 
men, costs only £3,750,000 a year. Each 
of these armies can double its personnel in 
the field. It is obvious that the Free 
State continues to base its expendi- 
ture on British precedent, and until 
there is a completely new orientation 
in this respect expenses are bound 
to be high. Another path to economy 
is that of popular support for the 
Goverument. Disorder can reign in a 
country only through the consent—either 
active or passive—of its inhabitants. Most 
of the Free State’s troubles during the 
past few years have been due to the fact 
that the bulk of the population was apa- 
thetic, and that the ordinary sanctions of 
the law had no real backing in a vigorous 
public opinion. Now we are paying for 
our failure to realise the common duties of 
independent citizenship. While the 
people are slack-a big army will be neces- 
sary. When they recognise that support 
of a Government means something more 
than a vote for a particular party at a 
general election—when, for example, they 
begin to deal with armed robbers as they 


would be dealt with in the streets of Man- 


chester or Stockholm—the need of a costly 
force, for the maintenance of order will 
disappear, and political independence will 


begin really to mean something in the 


Free State.

War Stores. 


The end of last month saw the com- 
pletion of the labours of the British 
Disposal and Liquidation Commission. In 
five years the huge sum of £665,000,000 
has been brought into the Exchequer 
from the sale of surplus war stocks and 
properties. Three million separate trans- 
actions were handled, including the sale 
of railways in Europe, Asia and Africa, 
and of shipping in a thousand harbours. 
Among the largest receipts were twenty- 
four million pounds for rolling-stock, 
industrial plant and machinery; seventy 
millions for metals, thirty-two and a 
quarter. millions for textiles and thirteen 
millions for real estate. A profit of 
approximately £78,000,000 resulted from 
the sale of £335,000,000 worth of raw 
materials, including wool, jute and 
leather. This result is a high tribute 
to the business ability of the Board. 
Thirty-four thousand war contracts were 
outstanding at the time of the Armistice, 
and their cancellation required the settle- 
ment of nearly three-quarters of a million 
claims. The statistics illustrate the un- 
precedented magnitude of the British war 
effort. Five million tons of materia] and 
stores were handled altogether, while 
926,000 tons of ammunition, 17,000 tons 
of. poison gas and explosive, and 22,000 
tons of cordite were destroyed or rendered 
innocuons. 


A GREAT DUTCH ARTIST. 


JAN STEEN’S ONE FAILURE. 


The course of Hermione lectures on the 
Dutch painters, at Alexandra College, Dub- 
lin, was brought to a close yesterday after- 
noon, with a description and analytical 
criticism of the work of Jan Steen, who was 
born at Leyden about 1626. The lecture 
was illustrated by means of lantern slides. 


Dr. Martin showed rer Steen was not only 
a painter of jokes, but also of works of art, 
with deeply earnest bases; that he was not 
only a genre painter, but also a landscape 
painter, and a moralist, and, before all else. 
a wonderfully talented colourist and designer, 
a great connoisseur of humanity, and one of 
the most powerful creators of beauty that 
the history of art knows. 

It has been discovered that Steen was not: 
what history portrayed him—an idle drunkard, 
the frequenter of taverns, the jovial com- 
panion of loose-living fellows. His more 
than 500 completed pictures proved that he 
was a hard worker. Little was really known 
of him, beyond what his pictures teach ; 
that he was a restless, high-spirited, lively 
personality, gifted with a great talent for 
creation—a painter by God's good grace. 


Jan Steen followed 3 Dutch masters 
who preceded him, chose their subjects, often 
their colours and their technique. He 

great inborn power of observation, 
combined with an inimftable sense of humour 
and a talent for varying composition. Even 
his signature was continually varied. He 
was, above all, a realist, with great imagina- 
tion. He was always able to work up a 
figure or subject, in reality not picturesque, 
to what is, in a high degree, a picturesque 
appearance. He became, as no other had 
ever become, the most genial painter of 
‘* conditions." 


Steen’s failure was in his sacred pictures. 
One looked in vain for inspiration, grandeur, 
the mysterious, the tender sadness in his pic- 
tures of the Christ. He depicts Christ in a 
way that is beautifully felt, as a man of the 
people, as a simple man, as one who goes 
about among men; but without givin, to othe 
figure or the face or the look anything to 
raise one’s mind. But, in spite of his 
exaggeration, the mediocrity of "his subjects, 
and the desire to produce pictures based on 
reality, Jan Steen was not only a poet, but 
also a religious man. Everywhere he showed 
himself to have a great knowledge of 
humanity. 

Commencingwith.‘‘ The Prayer, Dr. Mar- 
tin had thrown on the ecreen almost thirty 

hotographic productions of Steen's pictures. 
Those were so beautifully soft in tone and rich 
in detail that the colouring, while, of course, 
unseen, could be felt. The audience fre- 

uently had to express their appreciation. 
lecturer's indication of the characteristics 
of. tha different, works was very interesting. 


At the conclusion, Dr. Joly, Warden of the 
College, who presided, proposed a vote of 
thanks to the lecturer, and this was passed 
with enthusiasm.

The Minister of Health’s new Bill to 
deal with evictions taking place under the 
Rents Act has given a considerable shock 
to the House of Commons. The second 

is to be taken to-morrow, and 
there are doubts whether it will survive the 
orden! A highly contentious clause has 
been inserted m the Bill by Mr. Wheatley, 
which will prevent an order for possession 
from being given against a tenant who, 
through unempleyment, is in arrears with 
his rent. This strikes many members as 
going too far. Mr. W. A. Stevenson, who 
is Secretary of the Tenants’ Protection 
Association, describes it as “stretching a 
point, and going. more or less into Bol- 
shevism. In his opinion, tenants have 
to “treat a 3 little fairly, and 
it is unfair to restrict a man from getting 
his living because another man is out of 
work,” There are many thousands of 
small houses in the country belonying to 
the occupier who lets out a part. Under 
the Bill the lodger may be out of work 
for a year, and during that period no 
steps can be taken against him unless the 
landlord can prove that his hardship is 
greater than that of his tenant. 


The Budget. 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer an- 
nounced this afternoon that he intended 
to introduce his Budget on April 29th, the 
first day on which the House will meet 
after the Easter recess. To-day the news 
came from the United States that the 
income tax there is to be reduced by 
twenty-five per cent.; but people on this 
side of the Atlantic can look for no re 
duction of a burden of taxation heavier 
than that borne: by any other country. 
Nobody here thinks for one moment that 
Mr. Snowden will take even sixpence off 
the income tax, much less one shilling and 
a penny halfpenny, compared with the 
United States reduction. On present 
figures it is thought that the income for 
the financial year starting to-day should 
show a surplus of anything between ten 
and fifteen millions, and a sixpence off the 
income tax would cost twenty millions. 


The Redaction. 


Opinion in the Lobby, however, inclines 
to the view that Mr. Snowden will not 
touch the income tax, but will reduce or re- 
arrange the incidence of the entertainment 
tax, take something off the sugar duty, unit 
make provision, as promised, for the 
changes in the old age pensions and in- 
surance schemes. To do this much he 
will need more revenue than he has in 
sight, and members are asking where he 
expects to obtain it. The Chancellor may 
have something novel in the way of taxa- 
tion to propose; but, since it is scarcely 
probable that he will impose it on all 
classes, it is unlikely to bring in any very 
large sum. 


Mr. Macdonald's Health. 


Mr. Clynes was leading the House of 
Commons to-day, and the Prime Minister 
was not present. It is understood that 
Mr. Macdonald, who has been suffering 
rather acutely from sciatica, is now much 
better, though his appearance suggests 
that he is badly in need of a good holiday. 
It is related that Mr. Macdonald has not 
the happy facility of throwing off his 
worries when he has finished work, but 
rather broods and ponders over them. 


Mr. Oswald Mosley. 


Members of the House of Commons 
take very little interest in the movements 
of Mr. Mosley, and hiy letter to the Prime 
Minister has passed almost unheeded. 
Several of them, however, express the 
opinion that Mr. Mosley will not stop 
his movement to the Left until he finds a 
place among the Clyde extremists, and is 
in a position to attack the Prime Minister 
and his Government. There is a prospect, 
however, that he may be given a post 
under the Government, and in such an 
event it may be found ‘that the responsi- 
bility will have a marked effect. 


The Clendir ning Case. 

Lieutenant Glendinning is making sub- 

stantial progress with his case against the 
authorites for compensation for the treat- 

ment which he received while in India. 

The Government has now cabled to India 
instructions for the immediate return of 
the complete proceedings in this case ; and 
Lord Henry Cavendish-Bentinck, who 
asked a question this afternoon on the 
ease, will raise it again next Monday. 

Mr. Cahir Healy is putting all the circum- 

stances before the Liberal Chief Whip, 
with a view to securing the support of that 
party, and it is fully expected that some 
of the Liberal members will try to secure 
a debate on the case next week. 


The Wembley Strike. 

Peaceful persuasion to make unwilling 
men strike was seen in all its naked 
beauty at Wembley to-day. Four thon- 
sand builders decided on an unofficial! 
strike last night, and this morning they 
went to the exhibition grounds and com- 
pelled six thousand others to join them. 
Marching in gangs round the place, they 
dragooned everybody they came into con- 
tact with until they left their work. At 
the Burma section the unwilling had to 
be coerced with half bricks, while a num- 
ber of girls employed in decorating work 
were to be pulled from their seafóid: if 
they did not cease work immediately. The 
girls, however, are to resume work to- 
morrow under police protection. The open- 
ing date of the Exhibition, fixed for St. 
George's Day, is in jeopardy, and a repve- 
sentative of the employers: stated this 
afternoon that a postponement was inevit. 
able. This fact is fully appreciated by 
the strikers, who are receiving no support 
from their union in their demand for an 
extra twopence per hour. 


The Prince of Wales. 

The Prince of Wales has given up his 
intention of being present at the Govern- 
ment dinner at Lancaster House to-morrow 
evening, to mark the jubilee of the 
National Gallery, and will leave Victoria 
by the early boat train to-morrow to spend 
a short holiday at Biarritz, in order that 
he may recuperate after his ‘recent 
accident.

the advice of his doctor he is to 
get some sunshine. The Prince is to stay 
at one of the hotels as an ordinarv 
tourist.
